lace: the French were marching al] the while 
with their bayonets in the flanks of the Avftrians, 
In de!pair they threw away their arms, ard fied 
withoot knowing their road their ofli.ers sbandon- 
ed ther corps to fave their baggage, tor the em- 
peror never indemnifies that lols. With ¢rficulty 
could they fave themleives. 

For fix hours the Erench never ceafed killing 
with the bayonet, wittour hrog a tho; fatigue 
obliged them to halt; the delerters arrived in 
hundreds. 

The inhabitants of Alface who had declared for 
the Avfirians, requefled wo days notice from 
Gen. Wurmier, in cafe of evacuation; he pro- 
mifed and aniwered for their fafety upon his head ; 
30,000, at leaft, were forced at this juncture to 
abandon, all their property, and to fave them- 
felves as well as they could. 

Acthe lines of Weiflembourg, the Generals 
endeavoured to rally their troops, but the panic 
was too great, they never halted till near Ger- 
mertheim : a body of Profians were here atiempr- 
ed to be flopped by the combined forces, but they 
made a road through them wich their fabres, 

The French, fill purfaing arrived at the ‘ines 
of Weiflembourg, where io addition to the im- 
mence capture of bagpage, they found all the 
artillery they had loft at this place, together with 
zn enormous magazine of powder deilined for the 
fiege of Landaa; a part of the alhes referve are 
tillery was alio abandoned af Lautembourg. The 
Aviirians had the barbarity wo place a lighted fu- 
fee to blow ap the magazine, thovgh they had lefe 
near 1500 of their wounded iv the town, and near 
1000 prifoners ; the French arrived time enough 
to prevent the expleSon; the Avflriars crofied 
the Rhine to Manheim, and the Pruffians retreat. 
ed to Worms.
